s condition which has brought financial trouble upon the 
Weneea grevtiem, is the condition of being absolutely under 
Dominion control. This control along the Conservative line of 
strangling trade and commerce by sky-high tariffs, and exchangs 
and dump duty surcharges, has wrecked the producing power of 


the Western provinces. 


The inflexible law of commerce that each special tariff prefer. 
ence given to a secondary industry will be attended by a corre- 
sponding fall in the prices of primary products, has reduced 
commodity prices in the Western provinces below cost. 


What the Western provinces need is not rescue but release; 
release from the trade-strangling commerce policies of the Conser- 
vative administration, which has shut off all the natural markets 
of the Western provinces; turned their customers into commercial 
enemies, who, to protect themselves against tariff wars, are going 
into production of natural products to the extent of national 
sufficiency. Once the gates of commerce are re-opened the 
Western provinces need no help from anybody. 


The other side of the picture is that the Western provincial 
debis roughly approximate the amount extracted by the Dominion 
government by direct taxation on provincial sources, When the 
Western provinces went into the liquor business under compulsion 
of a nation-wide movement, the Dominion responded and assisted 
by imposing a staggering tariff and excise on liquors; staggering 
being appropriate to the spirts concerned but ruinous to the 
Western provinces—because the Dominion took the money first 
without any risk or trouble, leaving the provinces to pay all the 
expenses of the traffic. 


The Dominion takes the extreme limit of taxation from the 
tobacco business; leaving no scope for the provincial tax collector, 
Two cents a pound on sugar is a sur-tax directly exacted from a 


provincial source. Others could be dealt with, but space does not 


permit. 

The fair, and the necessary, and the immediate thing which 
should be done, is to publish a table showing over a term of years 
the amount of revenue collected in each year by the Dominion in 
each province; and the amount expended by the Dominion in that 
year in each province. This will demonstrate the effect of Dominion 
control on the Western provinces 


Another condition needing to be made public is the extent of 
inter-provincial buying. How much each province has bought 
from each of the other provinces over a term of years should be 
verified officially and published. This will show more clearly that

A country 
that may not want to arm is forced to arm or 
live under threat of domination. 

They will celebrate Christmas in Europe. 
One wonders why. What has that continent to 
do with “peace and good will’? 


WHAT A DICTATORSHIP IS 

Those who have suggested that Canadians 
would be more satisfactorily governed if we had 
an out-and-out dictator at Ottawa should be in- 
terested in the opening of the new Reichstag 
at Berlin. All but five of the members are 
uniformed supporters of Mr. Hitler, and for 
obvious reasons the odd five are likely to keep 
their opinions to themselves when they do not 
agree with his plans. How they managed to 
get elected despite the Nazi balloting arrange- 
ment is the mystery. 

Another point worth noting is that the state 
diets have been abolished. The all but unani- 
mous national legislature, acting under instruc. 
tions from the Chancellor, will thus be supreme 
in matters great and small, with no opportunity 
for interference from local authorities. 

Germany in its present mood may submit 
to that kind of one-man rule. It is inconceiv- 
able that Canadians would submit to it in any 
mood, A House of Commons composed entirely 
of yes-men, together with the abolition of the 
provincial legislatures, would be well calculated 
at present to start a revolution. 

It is possible of course that a Canadian dic- 
tator would not go as far as Mr. Hitler in 
squelching every semblance and opportunity of 
opposition. That would depend largely on cir- 
cumstances. A dictator must dictate, by force 
if not by consent. And the nearest approaches 
to dictatorships we have had in Canada—the 
Family Compact and the Union Government— 
were no shining examples of benevolent 
autocracy.

The Passing Show

We're going to have a white Christmas. 
Santa will have lots of snow for his sleigh run- 
ners and lovers of “the beautiful” will be able 
to admire Nature’s white garment. Rosamund 
Marriott-Watson has some beautiful lines on a 
winter garden: 


So white with snow my garden lies, 
So pure, so still my garden is, 
For sure the fields of Paradise 
Are not more fair than this? 


Those gates of pearl and streets of gold

Perhaps a sense of beauty is the gift of 
greatest value after all. The richest and most 
respected female film star at Hollywood, ap- 
pears to be the loneliest. She says she has been 
“driven to seek God,” and finds there more 
solace than yachts, world cruises and popularity 
can afford. . 

Years and wisdom no longer win reverence. 
Perhaps Mr. Bennett is right after all in his 
representation that poverty is a great blessing 
—though I'd like to help him out by swapping 
bank accounts. 

I heard of a successful man who didn't make 
very much headway in a “uplift talk” he gave 
to his boy. 

Said he, in telling of how he had overcome 
obstacles and poverty in his youth: “When I 
was a boy I started work in a store at two 
dollars a week, and in less than seven years I 
owned the store.” 

“Ah, but,”’ objected the representative of the 
rising generation, “you couldn’t do that now- 
adays. They have cash registers now.” 


Hollywood is producing Lewis Carroll's 
“Alice in Wonderland,” but here’s an Alice in 
Wonderland story from real life, happening in 
the year 1933. 

There's a public body in England known as 
the National Trust. It isn’t concerned with 
selling bonds or receiving deposits. It is an or- 
ganization for the acquisition, maintenance and 
dedication to the nation in perpetuity of “places 
of historic interest or natural beauty.” It seeks 
to acquire for the nation and preserve for pos- 
terity historic halls, castles, monuments, glens, 
hill-tops, gardens and desmesnes. Among other 
things it was anxious to acquire and preserve 
the eighteenth-century Shalford Water Mill on 
the Tillingborne, near Guildford, in Surrey. 

Last year a mysterious body describing 
themselves as “Ferguson’s Gang” bought the 
old water mill, put it into repair and announced 
their intention to hand it over to the National 
Trust. 

Here is where the mystery plot thickens. On 
Jan. 13 of this year, a masked woman called at 
the offices of the National Trust in Buckingham 
Palace Gardens. She announced herself as “Red 
Biddy.” Red Biddy said she was a member of 
“Ferguson’s Gang.” She didn’t pull out a gun 
and stand the staff up against the wall. Instead 
she handed over to the secretary one hundred 
pounds in silver coins, saying it was the first 
instalment of the £309 endowment. 

The culminating act in this fairy-tale-like 
drama, occurred on the 3rd of last month. An- 
other masked person—a man this time—ap- 
peared in the secretary's office. His card 
described him as ’Erb the Smasher, of Fergu- 
son’s Gang. He handed the surprised secretary 
200 one-pound bank notes and an illuminated 
sealed document, the discharge of the “Fergu- 
son's Gang” debt to the National Trust. It was 
signed by the members of the “Gang” as follows: 
“Ferguson, The Bloody Bishop, ‘Erb the 
Smasher, Sister Agatha, A. B., Bill Stickers, 
Kate O'Brien, Uncle Gregory, Black Maria, P.P., 
Pore Old 'Arris, and Old Poll of Paddington. 

Any time the secretary of the National Trust 
goes to see Peter Pan he will with a good heart 
be able to proclaim his belief in fairies. Even 
for some grown people the Land of Never- 
Never is not far away. 


Earlier in the year some Stevenson-lovers 
and old-timers of San Francisco gave regal 
burial to the remains of a King who reigned in 
Never-Never Land. Stevenson gives a picture 
of “Emperor Norton of San Francisco” in “The 
Wrecker.” The old man, a king who never did 
anyone any harm, was a well-known figure in 

e olden days. He had made $250,000 in the 
gold rush. In an attempt to corner the world 
rice market he lost it all. Nature was very kind 
to him in the moment of his disaster. Some- 
thing inside his brain snapped. Thereafter he 
lived in a world of his own, amid delusions of 
grandeur. He got himself a general’s uniform 
with gilt epaulettes and a plumed hat. On a 
primitive bicycle with wooden wheels he used 
to tour his kingdom as “Emperor of San Fran- 
cisco.” 

“There's such a divinity doth hedge a king,” 
as Shakespeare puts it, that even in bold bad 
San Francisco in the bold bad days, a harmless 
madman could live on the bounty of his “sube 
jects,” unharmed and protected. He would take 
his pick of the restaurants and ransack the bill 
of fare for his meals. Even the bankers and 
humored him by cashing his smaJl 
cheques and enduring his assessment: If he 
wasn't pleased with the service he would 
threaten to withdraw his regal patronage

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Ed. A. writes: “I receiv- 
ed the impression from one of your articles that 
milk should not be given to children having 
catarrhal troubles, I have given my six year 
old son, who is slender and has a nervous dis- 
position, one quart of milk each day. There is 
much mucus from his head all the time. Now 
I wonder if I should stop giving him milk, and 
what should I give him if I do? Am learning 
much about food from your articles which is 
new to me.” 

ANSWER: I do not recommend the use of 
milk for a child who is troubled with excessive 
catarrh. I have prepared several special articles 
on the feeding of chlidren which I will be glad 
to send to you if you will write again, giving 
me your name and address. 

QUESTION: Mrs. L. writes: “I am very in- 
terested in your articles, and would like very 
much to see a write-up on ‘Alcoholic Drinks.” 

ANSWER: I cannot elaborate on this sub- 
ject in a short answer in this Question and 
Answer Department. Alcoholic drinks should 
be used carefully if at all. They are stimulat- 
ing and helpful in certain cases and under cer- 
tain conditions. Where too much is used, stimu- 
lation stops and depression or intoxication be- 
gins. 

QUESTION: Mrs. J. asks: 
cause of intestinal worms?” 

ANSWER: Intestinal worms are caused 
principally from using under-cooked meats. 
Your physician or druggist can give you a worm 
remedy after which you can avoid further 
trouble by preparing your meats properly. 

QUESTION: Mrs. W. writes: “Please advise 
the diet you would recommend in a case of epi- 
lepsy.” 

Answer: The diet must be one of good com- 
binations and for a time all starches and sugars 
should be excluded. Everything should be done 
to increase normal bowel movements, the pa- 
tient using enemas if necessary until this can 
be accomplished. With these cases it is often 
found that prolapsus of the colon exists, with 
sometimes a definitely “kinked” colon. This 
often requires manipulative treatments or treat- 
ments with certain electrical modalities,

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


WINNIPEG WHOOPEE! 

This date in 1888 is a red 
letter night in the memory of 
the few old timers of Winnipeg 
that remain. It was the night 
when the news, was received 


' 


that the Supreme Court of | 


Canada had given a decsiion 
that the Province of Manitoba 
had the right to cross the line 
of the Canadian Pacific and 
thus dealt a deathblow to the 
claim of the Dominion and the 
Cc. P. R. that the monopoly 
clause of the contract prevent- 
ed the building of any other 
railway in Manitoba. 

As early as 1886 there had 
been complaints from Manitoba 
that the C.P.R. was “charging 
all the traffic would bear”. A 
royal commission went west 
and investigated, but before it 
could report the province had 
taken the bit in its teeth and 
authorized the construction of 
two railways to connect with 
the American lines. Every 
obstacle, legal and_ political, 
was utilized to block the pro- 


vineial enterprise; Sir John 
Macdonald going so far as to 
write to Sir John Rose in Lon- 
don urging him to see that no 
money was obtained there for 
the province of Manitoba. 
Public opinion ran very high 
indeed in Manitoba; there were 
ugly threats of “trouble like 
that of 1869"; public meetings 
denounced the C.P.R. and Ot- 
tawa; so that it was with de- 
light and surprise that the 
news of the Supreme Court's 
decision was received. Instant- 
ly the town went wild. Cheer- 
ing crowds ploughed through 
the snow on Main street; a 
band came from somewhere; 
the plank sidewalks were good 
dancing platforms. In short 
there was a hot time in the 
new town that night, which 
lasted well into the morning. 
The jubilation was renewed on 
January 12th following when 
a “diampnd” was placed over 
the C.P.R. tracks and a loco- 
motive crossed, thus ensuring 
railway freedom to Manitoba.

MARKET FOR DAIRY PRO- 
DUCTS IN NORTH CHINA 
Paul Sykes, Canadian Trade 

Commissioner 

Tientsin, October 27, 1933.— 
There is a considerable demand 
throughout North China for 
imported dairy products, prin- 
cipal among which are cheese, 
butter, evaporated and con- 
densed milk, and milk powder. 
Owing to the fact that a pro- 
portion of the incoming trade 
in these commodities is in the 
form of transhipments from 
China and Japan ports, it is 
difficult to estimate its total 
extent or value, but the latter 
figure may be set arbitrarily at 
something over Canadian 
$100,000, with imports of but- 
ter and of evaporated and con- 
densed milk making up the 
bulk of the total. In so far 
as the origin of the trade is 
concerned, Australia and New 
Zealand rank as the principal 
suppliers of butter; European 
countries, the United States, 
and Canada as chief sources of 
supply of cheese; and Europe 
and the United States, particu- 
larly the latter, furnishing the 
bulk of imports of condensed 
and evaporated milk as well 
as of milk powder in various 
forms. 

The proportion of the trade 
in dairy products hitherto en- 
joyed by Canadian producers 
has been an extremely small 
one and entirely out of pro- 
portion with Canada’s position 
in other overseas markets for 
such goods. 


LUMBER BUSINESS 
BOOMING 


From monthly letter issued 
by the Royal Bank of Canada: 

Few industries in any 
country have benefitted to as 
great an extent from the im- 
provement in world conditions 
as has the lumbering industry 
in Canada. The improvement 
in this industry was peculiarly 
welcome because lumbering 
has not been thoroughly pros- 
perous since 1920, and from 
1926 until May, 1933, conditions 
became steadily worse. With 
the sudden increase in the de- 
mand from the British market 
in June, July and August, this 
situation was sharply reversed. 
August shipments of planks 
and boards were more than 
four times as great as those 
of April. The demand from the 
British market was larger than 
for many years. Shipments to 
Australia and South Africa 
have been heavy and a record 
volume has been sent to China. 

The upturn in British busi- 
ness has been the largest single 
factor in this improved demand 
for exports. The need for 
spruce for the boxing of Brit- 
ish manufactured products has 
cleared out the stocks in East- 
ern Canada. Experience has 
indicated that Canadian spruce 
is particularly adapted to box- 
ing. It is said that in normal 
years seventy-five per cent of 
the lumber shipped to Great 
Britain from Eastern Canada is 
for the manufacture of boxes.

To Use Leftover Egg Yolks 

If you have an egg yolk left over 
after using the white for meringue 
or a whip, you can use it in this 
way: Place the yolk in a custard 
cup Keep it covered until wanted. 
Then place the custard cup in a 
pan that contains enough water to 
half cover the cup. Allow the 
water to boil until the egg yolk 
hard, Use it for garnishing or for 
a salad.
